Applicant's argue 
that the Chiesi et al patent does not disclose locating a salt having a solubility greater than or equal to a target solubility or the solubility (JT 
specific salts in an aqueous cyclodextrin solution or specific steps of how the solubility of the salts are measured. This argument is not 
persuasive since the instant claimed invention also does not set forth specific steps that involves determining the solubility of salts, does 
not recite solubilities of specific salts desired, and specific steps of how the solubility of the salts are measured. The instantly claimed 
methods are only limited to what the invention intended to accomplish and fails to set forth specific steps of how the salt of compounds ar£ 
located and determined. The specific solubility of salts of compounds (see concentrations/measurements/com-parisons in the Examples 
and Tables) in the Chiesi et al patent anticipates the lack of specific steps in the instantly claimed method. 
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
